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Wayland  High  School  says  good-bye  to  one  of  their  most  dedicated,  organized,  and 
caring  employee,  teacher,  and  friend:  Trainer  Brown. 

Even  before  the  beU  signaled  the  end  of  classes.  Trainer  Brown’s  office  was  buzzing 
with  students.  The  Field  House  hummed  with  ice  sloshing  in  water  coolers  while 
cleats  clicked  through  the  corridors.  Students  jumped  onto  the  trainer  bench  and 
had  ankles  wrapped,  ice  applied  to  shins,  and  bhsters  covered.  While  Trainer  Brown 
wrapped  ankles,  other  students  retrieved  the  team’s  first  aid  kit — stocked  with 
supplies  for  possible  falls,  but  also  included  preventative  equipment  like  sunscreen. 

However,  Trainer  Brown’s  impact  surpassed  student  athletes,  and  she  was  a teacher, 
reaching  students  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom.  She  taught  students  health 
education  and  first-aid  with  the  anatomy  and  physiology  behind  injuries.  She 
trained  many  High  School  students  to  be  Assistant  Athletic  Trainers  who  provided 
first-aid  support  during  all  sport  seasons.  And  when  time  allowed,  she  would  retrieve 
a pile  of  anatomy  posters  by  her  desk  and  explain  the  injury  to  a student,  allowing 
them  to  visuahze  and  better  understand  their  injury.
